A most gratifying condition is also 
to be noted throughout  Qntario, 
where all cities, except Fort William, 
as stated above, record material 
gains. Toronto issued permits for 
$1,887,582 worth of new building as 
against $1,216,982 for the same month 
of 1908, thus showing a gain of 55 
per cent. Berlin records an inorease 
of 190 per cent., while London, and 
Peterboro show substantial progress 
by an advance of 79 per cent. and 
54 per cent respectively.
